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Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.193(b)(1), Applicant responds to the new points raised in the 
Examiner's Answer as follows. 

Contrary to what is stated at page 9 of the Examiner's Answer, single-use inhalers are 
quite different in structure and operation than multiple-use inhalers. The single-use inhalers have 
only a single dose and are disposable after one use. The multiple-use inhalers have multiple 
doses and some mechanism to activate individual doses and repeatedly use the same equipment 
for multiple, repeated doses. People in the art know this. The fact that someone is physically 
able to use the single dose inhaler described in the specification in a totally improper and 
unintended way to obtain multiple doses does not mean that someone skilled in the art would do 
that, or not appreciate the fundamental differences between single use and multiple use inhalers. 

Contrary to what is stated at page 10 of the Examiner's Answer, there is no reason to 
conclude that the statement that the indicia could provide information on "the amount of insulin 
dispensed from each container which might be particularly useful if the containers included 
different amounts of insulin" means that there are different amounts in the containers on each 
strip. The Gonda reference is not clear as to whether the "containers" in the quoted passage with 
different amounts are on the same strip or on different strips, with all containers on the same strip 
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having the same amount. The fact that the "container" refers to container 1 and that there are a 
-I plurality of containers 1 on each strip does not mean that the statement in Gonda means the 

containers with different amounts are on the same strip. It seems much more likely that all 
containers on the same strip would have the same amount, but that a manufacturer might offer 
some strips having containers with one amount, and another strip (e.g., at a lower price for 
someone taking a lower dose) with containers having a different amount, with all containers on a 
particular strip having the same amount. It seems unlikely that a manufacturer would ever sell 
strips with the different containers having a variety of different amounts. It is improper to take 
Gonda as a positive teaching of different amounts in containers on the same strip. 

For these reasons, and the reasons stated in the Appeal Brief, Applicant submits that the 
final rejection should be reversed. Other points in the Examiner's Answer will be addressed at 
the hearing. 
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
